Bill. 

. Under the bill, as approved 
by the House of Commons, the 
National Coal Board, which will! 
administer Britain's mines, 
would have power to diserimin- 
ate in the prices it would charge 
fpr coal supplied to different 
customers, 

_ The Tory peers had obviously 
in mind a situation in which 
the Government's Coit Board 
could sell coal more cheaply in 
a nationalised industry than to 
private enterpriac and wished fo 
make sure that this would not 
be the case, 

They inserted an amendment 

_ which would mean that there 
would be no discrimination at 
all in prices of coal charged by 
the Board to different custom- 
crs, 

The defeat will be the gub- 
ject of negotiations between the 
Labour and Conservative lead- 
ers to see if some) compromise 
can be reached, 

This was the second recent 
defeat for the Government in 
the predominantly Conservative 
House of Lords,—Reuter.

France and the United States, 
which Iast March condemned the 
Franco regime — and — expressed 
readiness to recognise any alter: 
native interim Spanish Govern- 
ment pledged to restore freedoia. 
It pointed to the large army 
maintained «by Franco aang — the 
existence of a rival body calling 
itself the “Spanish Republican 
Government in exile’ as sources 
of international friction, which it 
espressed the belief will  recus. 
But it distinguished between the 
potential menace to international 
peace, which the Franco regime 
actually offers, and oan “im: 
minent” menace which is does not 
so far offer. Unless, therefore, 
it could be judged (ss the Polish 
reservation to the report sug: 
gests) that even a potential threat 
to peace demands a common 
breach of diplomatic and economic 
relations under the terms of the: 
Charter, it is difficult to see that 
any fresh action was or is incum- 
bent upon the Security Council as 
a whole. The sub-committce’s 
recommendation that the General! 
Assembly in September — should 
urge members to break off diplo- 
matic relations with Franco dyes 
not really carry us any farther, 
but it scems a wiser procedure 
than to require immediate action, 
unless obvious advantages were 


apparent. Tt_is true that_a_num- | 


ber of States have already ceased 
to have diplomatic relations with 
Spain and have urged their fel- 
low-members of the United Na- 
to do likewise, British 
feclings towards Franco, bitter 
during the war and contemptuous 
now, have certainly not been 
mollified by his ‘recent extraordin- 
ary boast that he had ‘favoured 
the Allicd nations” and even 
“saved Britain.” There are, after 
all, limits to the preening and 
, fawning which a sense of humour 
‘may tolerate in a tottering dicta- 
tor. But the distaste and (to use 
detestation 
felt for Franco and his regime in 
this country are insufficient mo- 


terference, and it is doubtfui whe- 
ther the steps proposed would dis- 
lodge him, They might even 
have a contrary effect. Those 
countrics which are foremost . in 
urging commof action by the 
United Nations appear,‘as a rulg, 
to disregard the really appalling 
possibilitics implicit in yet another 
civil war in Spain. It is not sim- 
ply a Question of installing a free 
Republican regime, Dr. Negrin 
and his followers have so far fail- 
ed to win the support even of the 
exiled Spanish Socialists, Still less 
are they of one mind ‘with the, 
Monarchista, themselves divided. 
Franco’s survival to date appears 
to exploit’ differences of opinion 
in the outside world.

But not all Have left the 
jungle.

Police Powerless 

The police are powerless to 
deal with them. British troops 
have had to be called in, but 
the necessary operations are 
conducted with the use of as 
little force as possible, Districts 
known to be their haunts are 
now the target of_pamphlet- 
bombers, and it is “hoped that 
the appeal of leaflets and warn- 
ings, together with the promiec 
of back pay for their services 
as guerrillas, will bring most of 
these men out of the jungle. 

Military units, however, are 
slowly combing out the worst in- 
fested areas, and without this 
display of force there would be 
anarchy in large parts of the 
country, , 

Like the Malay pirate of old, 
the bandits take readily to the 
sea and are the scourge of fish- 
ing, flecta and the coastal junk 
traflic. They sometimes pene- 
trate even the harbour of 
Penang. Rice boats inside the 
harbour have been boarded, 
their crews nailed down and 
their cargo lonted, . 

Drug smugslers from Siam 
are another headache, The pro- 
fits to opium are enormous, and 
the smugglers do not. hesitate to 
shoot in defence of their 
freight. “ 

Javish Life 

This side™ of the—British 
army's life in Malaya was em- 
phasised by Lt.-General Sir 
Frank Messervy when he 
warmly replied at a press con-. 
ference to newspaper and public 
criticism of the “lavish Jife” 
led by British officers and men. 

“T have not yet met a single 
Resident Commissioner or police i 
officer who is prepared to coun-;
